The Army nml Navy Bill. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—The House 


committee ou appropriations expects to 
report the army bill this week. 
It is 


understood that, as the bill now stands, it 
contains a clause providing that after any 
officer arrives at tho ago of G2 years his 
pay nhull be reduced to the amount now 
allowed by law to an officer of the same 
grade and loiigth of service on the retired 
list; that is, three-fourths of tho pay of 
an officer on the active list. This pro- 
vision . as it stands leaves to the • ofli-

main on tho active list nud receive the 
pay of a retired officer. 
The committee 


have also been considering whether they 
should not go the full length of adopting 
a provision requiring the retirement of 
all officers at the age of sixty-two years, 
and it is probable that such would be 
their determination were it certain that 
the proposition would not be ruled out 
011 a point cf order, for it is certain that 
a majority of the committee is in favor of 
the principle of compulsory retirement of 
army officers as well as of navy officers 
after they reach the age mentioned.

The manure heap should bo dmwu out 
aud spread whereter it is to be plowed 
in aud every agricultural implement on 
tho place should be put in order.

where things are in readiness.

seed for spring use should be purchased 
as soon as possible aud should bo selected 
with more thau 
ordinary care. 
The 


premises should be cleaued up and nmdo 
tidy, and tho cattle enjoy extra carding. 
Ill short any farmer who wants work can 
find it at hand. 


SEED POTATOES.—Ben: Perley Poore, 


pretty good authority, writes as follows: 
—It is the custom generally with growers 
to cut their seed potatoes. Economy, uu- 
iiuestionnbly, first suggested the idea, 
aud made the practice geueral. An acre 
of grouud will require of medium-sized 
potatoes, planted whole, fully twelve 
bushels. As the seed is cut by many 
from flvo to six bushels will plant au acre. 
When the growers plaut, as is customary, 
from five to thirty acres, aud when 
potatoes are worth from 
seventy-five 


cents to one dollar per bushel, the saving 
of from four to six bushels per acre ap- 
peals strougly to their parsimoiry, and 
hence, singularly enough, the community 
generally has come to the conclusion that 
cuttiug the seed is most judicious and 
most profitable. 
This conclusion is not 


based on accurate tests, iiud, therefore, 
no class of men were ever more mistaken 
iu regard to the correctness of a practice 
pertaining exclusively to their own avo- 
cation than are those potato 
growers. 


Ordinarily but twoeyes are left iu apiece, 
aud two pieces make a hill. 
Sometimes 


the pieces are cut so small as to leave the 
most of the potato for eating. 
Cut seed 


never* will produce as good nor as many 
bushels of pototoes to any given quantity of 
ground us whole seed. To prove this let 
any grower commence his field, for ex- 
ample, with a row of whole seed, and 
then plaut every alternate row with cut 
seed, so that the soil and 
cultivation 


shall be the same; Make such a record, 
either by stakes set to each row, proper. 
ly inscribed, or otherwise, as will prevent 
any mistake as to which rows wore plant, 
cd with the cut aud which wilh the uncut 
seed, aud when the growing season is 
over, dig each measure by itself, aud ho 
wUl find that the uncut seed will produce 
the largest number of bushels on the 
same grouud. 


_But suppose another experiment be 


tried. Let any grower select largo pota- 
toes for seed and plaut them whole. 
From this product do as before, and thus 
continue to do year after year, aud he 
will fiud that the potatoes will increase iu 
size, aud that, just in proportion as they 
grow or increase in size above a fair 
medium, he will find his potatoes deteri- 
orated in quality. 


The experiments which establish the 


above facts in relation to cut and uncut 
seed establish another fact—that small 
but matured uncut potatoes should always 
be used. These planted in observance of 
conditions above stated, and the grower, 
with 11 fair season and fair cultivation, j 
will always produce potatoes which, in all 
respects, will be of the highest attainable 
perfection. 


THE CATTLE.—The cattle 
will need 


watching closely at' this season to see 
that they hold their appetites after a long 
winter of dry feeding". If possible give 
them an occasional change of food, and 
if they are found gnawing boards and 
bones give them salt and clean sifted 
wood ashes, with some fine bone mixed 
in. There will be little danger of their 
eating too much of it if they can have all 
they want. 
If they are often rubbing 


their ne ks agaiust fences or their stau- 
chions, sprinkle dry ashes or dry dust of 
any kind freely over their backs and 
and necks, and nib it v.-o!l :- r.niojsg the 
hair. 
The ashes should 
he carded or 


brushed out before turning them out iu 
tho wet, or it might start the hair if very 
sirong in potash. 
Sulphur and lard or 


strong soapsuds applied to the brisket 
and other parts of the body where ashes 
will not stay, will kill all the lice touched 
hy either.—[N. E. Farmer.
